Your Community? Are You 
Really Supporting It? 


This is your community. : 


You have many, many interests here. You are 
concerned about your schools, your neighborhood, 
your local taxes, public services, organizations and the 
numerous and varied elements that go to make up 
your home town. 


You are concerned with municipal planning — 
what is permitted and where — in your community. 


The 13,000 of us here make. up our city. We have 
pride in it. We are thrilled when our students, our 
citizens and our community as a whole receive com- 
mendation. 


If we just happened to live here and didn’t have 
any local interest in the churches, clubs, youths, 
schools and government, we wouldn’t have much in 
the community. The vital factor, therefore, in this out- 
standing community is YOU and YOUR INTEREST in 


your home town. 


For the moment, then, let’s look at the cornmercial 
phase of our community. By and large, it is YOU who 
make the difference in the stores here.

Castle, his Republican opponent. We recognize that 
Mr. Sheppard is the state’s senior congressman in 
Washington, We recognize that he is No. 1 as a politi- 
cian in getting himself reelected every two years. 


It will be a real credit to the county when an able 
successor is chosen. Mr. Castle will probably not re- 
ceive enough votes to make much of a dent in next 
month’s election but he is a hard-working, conscien-_ 
tlous campaigner.

The June 3 primaries will also be only a token 
contest for assemblyman with Dan Mikesell likely to 
receive the Republican nomination and Eugene Nisbet, 
incumbent, the Democratic nod. 


The contest for county supervisor from this district 
may be decided June 3 providing one of the five candi- 
dates receives a majority of all votes cast. That winner 
is likely to be Richard G. Manley, former Upland city 
manager. He is the outstanding candidate in the field 
and lecal voters will do credit to themselves and the 
county to unite and elect Mr. Manley next month. 


With Emest Camfield withdrawing, the county 
school superintedent will be chosen June 3 between 
Roy C. Hill, who has been assistant to Superintendent 
C. Burton Thrall and Laurence E, McLaughlin, San 
Bernardino Valley college professor. We will discuss 
these candidates next week. 


The new county clerk will be also chosen June 3, 
the candidates being V. Dennis Wardle, deputy county 
clerk, and Jack T. Felton.
